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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  Urban  Area  was  generally 
satisfactory  in  quantity  and.  quality. 

The  abonormally  wet  summer  provided,  an  ample  ( 

supply  for  the  Town  and  to  meet  other  commitments* 

Lack  of  pressure  at  the  top  of  the  Town  is  still 
apparent,  and  the  Council  are  considering  a scheme  put 
forvYard  for  the  construction  of  a Service  Reservoir  on 
the  high  ground  in  Penlan  Park,  which  will  maintain  an 
adequate  pressure  to  all  parts  of  the  Town  at  all  t imes  of 
the  year. 


Samples  of  water  are  taken  on  the  average  monthly. 
The  water  is  of  good  bacteriological  standard,  and  is  of 
moderate  hardness.  Due  to  the  moderately  hard  quality  of 
the  water,  no  plumbo  solvent  action  is  apparent. 

Number  of  houses  within  the  Urban  Area  supplied 
with  Y/ater  - 600.  Population  within  the  Urban  Area 
supplied  with  water  - 2,000,  Number  of  houses  in  the 
Rhral  Area  supplied  with  Y/ater  - 200.  Population  in  the 
Llandilo  Rural  Area  supplied  with  water  - 1,000.  All 
supplies  are  direct  to  houses. 

Drainage  & Sewerage 

Proposals  and  schemes  for  the  complete  re- 
drainage and  re-sev/erage  of  the  Llandilo  Urban  District 
and  disposal  works  in  conjunction  with  a joint  scheme  with 
Llandilo  Rural  District  are  well  advanced.
